I have  pleasure  in  presenting  to  you  for  your  information  the  Annual  Report 
for  1967  on  the  health  and  sanitary  conditions  in  your  district. 

NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT,  1947  Section  47 

No  action  was  necessary  under  this  section. 

WATER  SUPPLIES 


Water  supplies  in  the  district  are  from  the  Montgomeryshire  Water  Board. 

The  Severn  Valley  Scheme  was  commenced.  Extension  of  water  mains  was  laid 
from  Llanidloes  to  Glanynant. 

Llanwyddelan  and  Cefn  Coch  are  in  the  second  stage  of  the  Severn  Valley  Scheme 
and  will  link  up  with  Adfa,  Manafon,  Tregynon,  Bettws  and  through  to  Abermule. 

Kerry  and  Sarn  will  be  linked  and  carried  through  Hodley  do™  to  Abermule. 

Staylittle  is  still  without  a water  supply  as  is  also  Trefeglwys,  Aberhafesp 
and  Van. 

The  supply  at  Aberhafesp  is  from  the  Fachwen  Pool.  The  supply  fails  frequently 
due  to  tne  condition  of  the  pipe— line  and  the  Rural  Council  carries  water  to  the 
four  Council  houses  when  this  supply  fails  and  this  has  been  done  quite  often.  This 
is  a private  supply  and  the  Council  as  the  owner  of  four  properties  has  agreed  to 
associate  itself  with  the  owners  of  the  other  properties  in  a scheme  to  lay  a new 
branch  pipe-line.  It  is  hoped  that  the  mains  supply  will  be  available  in  2 years. 

6 5 samples  of  water  were  taken  from  public  supplies  and  all  were  satisfactory. 

2 chemical  samples  were  taken,  one  at  Bettws  and  one  at  Llandinam  school.

Opinion 


Llandinam . 


The  condition  of  tnis  sample  is  satisfactory.  There  is  no  evidence  of 
any  harmful  organic  or  mineral  contamination. 

Opinion  - Bettws 

The  discolouration  in  this  water  is  mainly  due  to  the  presence  of 
manganese  and  iron  compounds,  "both  of  which  are  somewhat  high  for  a public 
water  supply.  It  seems  probable  that  the  discolouration  arises  from  attack 
on  mains  that  have  been  laid  for  rather  a long  time.  The  organic  condition  of 
the  water  is  satisfactory. 


SANITATION 

Clatter 


Work  was  completed  on  the  sewerage  scheme,  connections  made  to  various 
properties  and  the  plant  in  action  satisfactorily. 

Llandinam 


Work  on  the  sewerage  scheme  began  in  April.  There  was  extreme  difficulty 
in  the  early  stages  because  of  the  depth  of  excavation  in  wet  ground.  It  is 
hoped  this  scheme  will  be  completed  in  1968„  The  Council  agreed  to  an  extension 
to  some  new  houses  proposed  at  Waen  Lane.  A scheme  was  also  prepared  by  the 
Engineer  for  further  extension  to  Pwllan. 

Caersws  and  Llanwnog 

Sewers  were  laid  to  the  new  housing  site  at  Caersws  and  to  Llanwnog  and 
connected  to  the  existing  works  at  Caersws 

Sarn 

The  Ministry  had  arranged  for  an  enquiry  in  to  this  scheme  to  be  held  in 
December,  1967?  but  owing  to  the  foot  and  mouth  outbreak,  this  was  postponed. 

Kerry 

An  enquiry  was  held  by  a Ministry  Engineer  into  the  Council's  plan  to 
enlarge  the  sewage  disposal  works  in  order  to  cater  for  further  development 
in  the  village. 

New  Mills  and  Manafon 


An  outline  plan  for  these  villages  was  submitted  to  the  Ministry. 

The  Council  has  asked  the  Engineers  for  outline  schemes  for  sewering  the 
villages  of  Trefeglwys,  Glanynant,  Staylittle  and  Van. 

REFUSE  COLLECTION 


There  is  now  an  additional  employee  to  deal  with  collection  due  to 
increased  demands  from  caravan  sites  and  other  properties. 

Tipping  is  at  Cwmbelan  and  Tregynonr*  These  sites  and  the  one  at 
Caersws  were  inspected  by  a Ministry  Engineer  in  1967  and  he  recommended  that 
the  site  at  Caersws  which  has  been  filled  up  should  be  tidied  up  and  made 
sure  it  is  stable  and  not  eroded  by  the  river  and  handed  back  to  the  owner. 

The  Council  has  decided  to  enter  into  an  agreement  with  the  owner  of  the 
tipping  site  at  Tregynon  for  an  extension  to  the  site. 


HOUSING 


Carno 


4 houses  and  4 bungalows  were  completed* 


Bettws 


2  bungalows  were  completed  and  occupied  and  2 were  still  not  completed 
at  the  end  of  the  year.  The  progress  of  work  at  this  site  has  been 
extremely  disappointing. 

Kerry 


3 houses  and  6 bungalows  were  completed.

SLAUGHTERHOUSES 

All  the  meat  at  the  four  slaughterhouses  is  inspected. 

They  were  closed  in  November  and  December  (except  for  animals  on  their 
own  land)  due  to  the  foot  and  mouth  epidemic. 


VITAL  STATISTICS 


There  were  114  live  births  in  the  rural  district  giving  a birth  rate 
of  13.54  per  1,000  population  compared  vith  12.74  in  19 66  and  with  the 
national  rate  of  17.2 

There  were  3 home  confinements,  2 still  births,  4 premature  births 
and  7 illegitimate  births. 

There  were  3 infant  deaths  in  the  first  year  of  life  which  gives  an 
infant  mortality  rate  of  26.3  per  1,000  live  births  compared  with  18.5  in 
1966.  The  national  rate  for  1967  was  18.3. 

There  were  82  deaths  which  gives  a low  rate  of  9*74  per  1,000  population, 
compared  with  10.73  in  1966,  the  national  rate  being  11.2. 

32  of  these  deaths  were  in  persons  ages  75  years  and  over. 

32  deaths  are  due  to  heart  disease,  20  of  them  being  coronary  disease, 

10  deaths  were  due  to  cerebral  thrombosis  or  haemorrage  (stroke). 

Various  forms  of  malignant  disease  were  responsible  for  28  deaths.  Of 
these  5 were  due  to  lung  cancer  (3  men  and  2 women  all  over  the  age  of  65 
years) .

One  new  case  was  notifxed  - a female  age  80  with  pulmonary  tuberculosis . 
This  patient  died  later  in  the  year. 

Two  other  names  were  removed  fiom  the  register  both  due  to  recovery  s- 

1.  was  a woman  who  was  36  in  1962  when  notified  with  tubercular  involvement 
of  the  pelvis. 

2.  A woman  who  was  22  in  1954  when  notified  with  pulmonary  tuberculosis. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  we re  11  names  on  the  register. 


MACHYNLLETH  URBAN  DISTRICT 

One  new  case  was  notified  - a man  aged  6 4 - suffering  from 
pulmonary  tuberculosis. 

One  name  was  removed  from  the  register,  due  to  recovery.  This  was 
a man  who  was  26  in  1962  when  he  was  notified  as  suffering  from  tubercular 
cervical  adenitis. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  14  names  on  the  register.

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  16.  names  on  the  register. 

MACHYNLLETH  RURAL  DISTRICT 

One  case  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  in  a man  of  53  was  notified. 

One  name  was  removed  from  the  register  - a v^oman  of  51  who  had  been 
notified  with  pulmonary  tuberculosis  in  1962  - she  died  from  another  complaint. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  17  names  on  the  register. 

NEYTOTN  AND  LLANIDLOES  RURAL  DISTRICT 

One  case  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  in  a man  of  7 6 was  notified. 

Two  names  were  removed  from  the  register s- 

1.  Due  to  recovery  - a man  of  28  in  1947  when  notified  with  pulmonary  tuberculosis. 

2.  Due  to  death  - a female  of  58  in  1962  when  notified  with  tubercular  peritonitis . 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  29  names  on  the  register.

This  information  has  very  kindly  heen  supplied  by  the  Montgomeryshire 
Water  Board. 


a.  The  water  supply  of  the  area  concerned  has  generally  been  satisfactory, 
both  in  quality  and  in  quantity. 

b.  Bacteriological  examinations  are  carried  out  regularly  and  the 
results  are  shown  in  a later  table. 

It  will  be  noted  that  the  bulk  of  unsatisfactory  samples  have  come 
from  the  Llanbrynmair  source.  This  supplies  the  extensive  mains 
layout  of  the  Machynlleth  Rural  District  Comprehensive  Scheme,  where 
owing  to  the  low  demand,  difficulty  has  been  obtained  in  maintaining 
satisfactory  results  from  the  extremities  of  the  system.  The  method 
of  treatment  has  been  modified  and  recent  results  have  proved 
satisfactory. 

c.  Flour ide  content  of  the  various  supplies  is  less  than  0.001  ppm. 

d.  pH  correction  is  carried  out  where  necessary  and  values  are  such 
that  there  should  be  no  plumbo-solvent  action.

FOOD 

Meat  Inspections 

The  four  private  slaughterhouses  continued  to  operate  within  the  area.  In 
two  of  these  slaughterhouses,  it  was  found  necessary  to  serve  notices  for  the 
reconstruction  of  the  lairages,  in  order  to  facilitate  the  task  of  cleansing  and 
disinfection.  The  necessary  work  was  carried  out  in  one  of  these  slaughterhouses, 
while  in  the  case  of  the  other  further  action  was  deferred  pending  the  submission 
of  proposals  for  a more  comprehensive  scheme.  Liason  with  the  Divisional 
Veterinary  Officer  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  was 
maintained  during  the  year. 

Owing  to  the  restrictions  on  the  movement  of  animals  imposed  during  the 
outbreak  of  foot  and  mouth  disease,  the  through-put  of  animals  was  greatly 
reduced.  During  the  year  100^  inspection  of  carcases  and  organs  was  maintained 
and  the  total  throughput  was  as  follows g-
